The sting of this defeat was momentarily 
lightened when hy S. bombers raided Tokyo nine days later, but its seriousness was real- 
ized even more fully when our last organized outpost in the Philippines, Corregidor, 
capitulated in May. The historic stand our fighters made on Bataan is yet to be avenged 
completely, for the war materials, the men, the bombers and the ships are not yet avail- 
able for offensive an the western Pacific. MacArthur has made magnificent use of his 
limited numbers of American and pea aR: troops by clearing the Japs from southern 
New Guinea. Without a navy, he has dealt the enemy heavy blows with airpower. 
“General MacArthur's airmen” is how the communiques start out these days, and they 

tell of scores like the 263 Jap planes and 35 enemy ships destroyed or damaged in Mar¢ h, 
1943. ae map shows some of the major victories scored against the Jap by allied forces 
in the Bataan fell.
